FTER winning a competition with 
A other silversmiths of the east for the 
contract, the Bailey, Banks & Biddle Co.,

The ring was designed in the style of the 
18th century, based on the artistic features 
of the Frederician period which were the 
easiest to harmonize with the cutting of 
the brilliant setting.

The year 1902 showed 
a value of $998,109; by June 30, 1903, this 
had increased to $1,041,805, and in 1904 to 
$1,094,916; in 1905 it still further increased 
to $1,124,168, while for 1906 it reached the 
high-water mark of $1,293,990. The lead- 
ing market for last year was, as it has been 
for many years past, Canada, to which 
nearly 50 per cent., or $586,329, was shipped, 
as against $583,282 for the previous year. 
Japan stands second with $232,467, as against 
$129,884 in 1905, and has reduced the United 
Kingdom from second to third place, the 
value being $182,860, a gain from the return 
of $161,743 of the year previous.

Our exports of jewelers’ ashes and sweep- 
ings last year were valued at $88,958, of 
which the United Kingdom received $88,- 
758, the other $200 worth going to Germany, 
who up to last year always took the major 
part of these shipments. 

The exports of jewelry last year amount- 
ed to $1,072,351, the highest they have been 
for any year since 1902, when they were 
valued at $1,069,056. Those of all other 
manufactures of gold and silver were $691,- 
119, as against $385,417 in 1905. Canada is 
always our largest market for jewelry; her 
share last year amounted to $658,142, the 
United Kingdom standing second with $70,-

Recent Decisions by General Apprais- 
ers as to Duty on Hatpins. 

\ decision of the Board of United States 
General Appraisers, New York, on a pro 
test involving duty on hat pins has been 
announced as follows 

Hat Pins with Rutnestone Heaps— 
JeweLry.—Protest of Gage Bros. & Co. 
against the assessment of duty by the Col- 
lector of Customs at Chicago. The articles 
in controversy, which were classified as 
jewelry under Par. 434, Tariff Act of 1897, 
were claimed to be dutiable as manufac- 
tures of paste under Par. 112. 

Sharretts, General Appraiser: The sam- 
ple of the merchandise offered by the im- 
porters in this case represents a hat pin 
with a metal shaft and faceted glass or 
paste heads made to imitate jet. Were the 
goods in dispute of the same description, 
they would, if uncut, be dutiable at 45 per 
cent. ad valorem under Par. 112, as claimed 
in the protest. But the examiner who 
passed the goods testified that the sample 
submitted did not accurately represent the 
merchandise; and inspection of the invoice 
in question shows that the protestants have 
inadvertently submitted a wrong sample. 
The goods represented by items 5440-2 are 
described as “hat pins, steel stems, and 
black cut heads.” The sample before us 
was most likely taken from this lot, which 
was assessed with: duty at 45 per cent 

The articles invoiced as item 5439 and re 
turned as “Jewelry—434—60 per cent.” are 
described as “hat pins, gilt steel stems, and 
cut rhinestone heads.” In G. A. 6139 (T. D. 
26679) this Board passed upon the classifi- 
cation for duty of ordinary glass-head hat 
pins, and hat pins composed entirely of base 
metal made to imitate gold or silver, or 
such metal set with imitations of precious 
stones. Hence it follows that the second 
finding in said decision relates only to ordi- 
nary hat pins with glass heads, and not 
with heads of wood, celluloid, earthen ware 
or other materials than glass or paste. 
Intelligent classifying officers have uni- 
formly comprehended the scope of the de- 
cision, and as it was affirmed by the courts 
and acquiesced in by the Treasury Depart- 
ment, it is controlling 

The issue as to whether or not hat pins, 
with cut-glass or paste heads made to imi- 
tate jet, are dutiable under Par, 100 was 
raised by the Treasury Department after 
the rendition of the decision of the court 
affirming G. A. 6139 (supra), and has not 
been passed on by the Board as yet. Col-

lectors should, however, return such pins at 
60 per cent. ad valorem under Par. 100, 
leaving the importers to their remedy by 
protest, as prescribed in Sec. 14 of the 
Customs Administrative Act. 

In the present case we find the pins in 
question are commonly known as jewelry, 
similar to those included in finding of G. A. 
6139 (supra) [he protest is accordingly 
overruled and the decision of the collector 
affirmed

Important Decision on Design Patent 
Suit Between Manufacturing Jew- 
elers of Newark. 


Newark, N. J., June 3.—James A. 
Browne, of Reeves & Browne, jewelry 
manufacturers, 50 Walnut St., has won a 
victory in the suit which he brought some 
time ago against Scofield & De Wyngaert, 
who are manufacturers in the same build- 
ing, for the purpose of restraining the de- 
fendants from using a specific representa- 
tion of the head of a carnivorous animal 
in the manufacture of brooches, pins and 
other articles. A decision was handed down 
May 27 by Judge W. M. Lanning, of the 
United States Circuit Court of New Jer- 
sey, holding that the deiendants have in- 


fringed. The plaintiffs are to apply now 
for an injunction, an accounting and 
damages. 


In the memorandum accompanying his 
decision the judge said that the principal 
defenses were non-infringement and in- 
validity of the patent. The alleged inva- 
lidity was based on the contention that the 
design had been in public use for more than 
two years prior to the filing of the applica- 
tion for the patent. The judge reviewed 
the evidence on this question and held that 
the defense was not supported by the 
proofs. 

On the question of infringement the de- 
fendants claimed that the articles made by 
them are not identical with the description 
of the patented article. On this question 
the judge quoted as follows from the de- 
scription filed with the plaintiff’s patent: 


As shown in the drawings, the leading or mate- 


rial feature of my design consists of an orna 
mental head for brooches, scarf-pins and similar 
articles, having at its front the shape of the for 
ward portion of a carnivorous animal’s head, 


with mouth open to expose the teeth, and long 
hair at the check spread outwardly and disy layed 
as a broad base, the back of the ornamental head 
being plain. 

Continuing, the judge said: 

The principal distinction between the articles 
made by the complainant under his patent and 
those made by the defendants, is that the de 
fendant’s articles do not have the ray-like mem- 
bers. There are other minor differences, but th« 
one above mentioned is the most notable one.

But the Patent Office required the word “pref 
erably” to be ancelled, and then rejected the 
claim of the patent “in view of the various lions’ 
heads shown in English heraldry.”” The inventor 
thereupon amended the specification by striking 
out not only the word “preferably,” but also the 
reference to a lion’s head and putting the speci- 
fication in the form already quoted As thus 
amended, the patent was allowed 

The articles manufactured by the defendant are 
such a reproduction of this monstrosity that they 
are well calculated to deceive a purchaser. I think 
the defendants are guilty of infringement, and 
there will be a decree to that effect.”

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Missouri Jewelers in Annual Convention. 


Joint Meeting of the Missouri Society of Retail Jewelers and Retail Jewelers’ Association of 
Missouri Held at St. Louis, May 28, 29 and 30, Proves One of the 
Greatest Gatherings of the Jewelry Trade. 








Sr. Louis, Mo., May 30.—The greatest 
jewelry convention the west has ever-seen 
has just ended, after accomplishing more 
than even its promoters had hoped for. 
Under the most favorable auspices the Re- 
tail Jewelers’ Association and the Missouri 
Society of Retail Jewelers met last Tues- 
day morning in the Hotel Jefferson, 12th 
and Locust Sts. A record-breaking crowd 
was present when President Herman 
Mauch of the Retail Jewelers’ Association 
of Missouri called the convention to order. 

Mr. Mauch announced that the purpose 
of the joint meeting was to bring together 
two organizations, the objects of which are 
identical, and while they in no way con- 
Hicted with each other, for the sake of 
avoiding confusion it was better that they 
join hands and become one. 

Mr. Mauch said that one good organiza- 
tion, of which the Retail Jewelers’ Asso- 
ciation would be the St. Louis branch, 
‘would be much better for the trade in 
‘general. 

The visitors were given a cordial wel- 
come, and assured that during their stay in

He then announced that during 
the convention the national and proposed 
State stamp laws, which require gold to be 
within half a karat of the quality stamped 
upon the ,arficle, would be discussed, with 
a view to having it thoroughly understood 
by the members of the organization, as well 
as to make arrangements for some amend- 
ments which would materially better the 
present laws from a jeweler’s standpoint. 

Under the law, as it now stands, Mr. 
Kemper stated, the use of the stamp “solid 
gold” could be put upon any piece of metal, 
but if the karat was stamped it would be 
necessary that it be within half a karat of 
the grade given. Mr. Kemper stated that 
it was the purpose of the organization to 
seek to have discontinued the use of the 
words “solid gold,’ and to have the karat 
quality of the gold stamped on articles. He 


said that this would prevent the dry goods 
stores from selling inferior goods.

ir. Worrell said that he knew of an old 
rman who was very fond of his beer.

President Mauch introduced G. E. Read, 
Lebanon, Mo., who read a paper on “How 
to Treat a Competitor.”

This paper was listened to with great 
satisfaction, and Mr. Read received the 
congratulations of all present. 

A, L, Sackett, representing the Dueber- 
Hampden Watch Works, then spoke on 
“Organization.” 

REMARKS OF A, L. SACKETT. 

Mr. Sackett began by saying how grati- 
fied and surprised he was at attending so 
successful a meeting and regretted that Mr. 
Worrell and Mr. Dexter had almost ex 
hausted the topic of organization. He fur- 
ther said that this was the only body of 
men who had brought the question of or- 
ganization to a successful issue, but cau- 
tioned those present not to be too well 
satisfied, but to keep on pushing organiza- 
tion work until every jeweler in the State 
became a member. 

Mr. Sackett suggested that the State be 
either portioned into districts for jewelers 
only or else that all merchants should be 
asked to form a general organization and 
the jewelers form a part of that body. He 
thought that an association of retail mer 
chants in general would be conducive of 
great benefit to all concerned. The dues of 
one dollar a year were not high enough, he 
thought. 

Speaking on trade abuses, the speaker 
said he believed every manufacturer in the 
country was more than willing to meet the 
retailer half way and would only be too 
glad to take their products out of illegiti- 
mate channels. Further, he said that de- 
terioration of goods was due to competition 
and cheap goods were made to suit the 
demands of the retailer in general, but 
thought organization could do a great deal 
toward setting a higher standard of manu- 
facture 

The remarks were intently listened to and 
applauded at the conclusion 

President Worrell then told a_ dialect 
story wherein he described how a salesman 
tried to sell a jeweler some Waltham 
watches. “I don’t want Waltham watches,” 
said the jeweler; “they are no good. When 
old man Waltham was alive the watches 
were all right, but after he died his sons 
became drunkards and now I am buying 
watches from Mr. Elgin.”

In regard to tra le schools, Mr. Dickinson 
said that while they were good, yet the 
tendency of the times was for young men 
to leave these schools too early to do real 


good practical work He rdvised the iew 


eler to apprentice young men of good edu- 
cation and said that in the Elgin factory 
young men from the high schools are pre- 
ferred for beginners in all departments. 

Mr. Dickinson concluded by saying that 
the inducement for young men to learn 
watchmaking was good; wages were in- 
creasing every year and good repairers were 
growing scarcer every year, and he hoped 
some day to see a chair of horology estab- 
lished in all of our universities. 

The meeting then adjourned until the 
time of the banquet held that evening.

Mr. Mauch said that it should be the pur 

se of the Missouri Society of Retail Jew- 
lers to endeavor to have THe CrIRCULAR- 
WEEKLY’s proposed statute enacted to con 

rm with the National gold stamping law, 
which latter is operative only in interstate 
insactions, 

G. E. Read, of Lebanon, said that 
when the public became aware that the 

igh-class jewelers were in favor of placing 

the karat stamp in articles they would in- 
ist upon seeing that mark in a gold art 
cle before making a purchase. This would 
do away with the frauds that have been 
perpetrated in the past 

President Worrell then announced that 
the members of the Missouri Society of 
Retail Jewelers had placed themselves on 
record as not favoring the use of the words 

solid gold” either in packages, cards or 
upon the articles. 

Adam A, Hafner, DeSoto, said that the 
reason the term “solid gold’’ was used was 
to distinguish it from filled or hollow goods 
ind not to distinguish the karat of the 


goods 

Upon motion of Herman Mauch it was 
lso decided that all gold articles be stamped 

show the exact quality of the gold used 
This motion was unanimously carried 

The question of the parcels post was 
taken up and discussed briefly, because 
there was no one present who favored it. 
Charles Mauch, Marshall, said that he was 
opposed to the parcels post, as it benefited 
the department store and injured the jew 
eler. Mr, Sackett advised that each mem- 
ber of the association write individually to 
his Congressman and urge the other busi- 
ness men to do the same in cpposition to 
the parcels post.

Ex Paso, Tex., May 29.—The family and 
friends of A. W. Susen, a retail jeweler at 
213 S. El Paso St., are much worried over 
his disappearance, and have sent out in 
quiries to find out what has become of him 
Mr. Susen left El Paso, May 3, for Chi 
cago, and arrived in that city on the 6th 
He was to go from Chicago to New York, 
but since leaving the former place has not 
been heard from in any way 

When he did not return about the middle 
of the month as expected, telegrams were 
finally sent to New York jewelers on whom 
he was expected to call, and these disclosed 
the fact that he had not reached the metrop 
olis 

No reason can be advanced for his dis 
appearance, as Mr. Susen has an excellent 
business and is said to be in good financial 
standing. Mr. Susen, who at one time was 
employed by Hicock & Hixson, prior to 
starting in business for himself in August, 
1900, opened a store in his own name, 


though associated with Constantine Bremme 
For a while he was at 104 San Antonio St 
before moving to his present address 


Court Sets Aside Will of the Late

Knoxville, Tenn., Jeweler Accused of 

Perjury in Bankruptcy Examina- 

tion, Arrested in Canada. 

According to word received in New York, 
Monday, Germain Kern, a jeweler of 
Knoxville, Tenn., who disappeared from 
that city about May 22, after bankruptcy 
proceedings were begun against him in 
March, had been located in Toronto, Can 
ada, and was arrested there Wednesday 
of last week. He remained there in cus- 
tody until Monday of this week, when he 
was delivered to the United States Mar- 
shal from Knoxville, Tenn., and by him 
taken to Knoxville. 

Kern’s arrest was under a warrant issued 
by the United States Commissioner at 
Knoxville, charging him with perjury in 
bankruptcy proceedings in regard to his 
alleged cotton speculations, and also charg 
ing him with concealing funds belonging to 
his creditors. 

When captured Kern had in his posses- 
sion a bank book on the Canadian Bank of 
Commerce showing deposits that day of 
$600. He also had three gold rings, pawn 
checks for $1,500 and 20 gold watches. It 
also appears that he was sending $4,500 
from the Knoxville bank to the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce, on which action was 
stopped. 

When arrested he was using the name of 
C. Thomas. 

The last seen of Kern in Knoxville was 
on Sunday, May 22. Immediately upon his 
disappearance the Pinkerton 
Agency instituted a search for him in all 
of the cities from which Kern might have 
sailed for Europe, including Baltimore, 
Boston, Philadelphia, New York and the 
Canada ports. They discovered that under 
an assumed name he had bought a ticket 
for Europe on a vessel which was to sail 
from Baltimore on June 12. Soon after 
ward they learned that he had gone to 
Toronto, Canada, apparently to wait there 
until the sailing of the vessel.

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Important Bill as to Status of Imported 
Watch Cases Introduced in British 
Parliament. 

Lonpon, May 25.—A most important bill 
has been presented to the House of Com 
mons and passed the first reading. The 
bill, which applies to watch cases imported 
before July 1, seeks to settle the question 
as to whether they are or are not “plate.” 
Under the British Customs Act, 1842, all 
“plate” imported into the United Kingdom 
from foreign parts is required to be of the 
English standard, and no such plate is to 
be sold, exchanged or exposed for sale 
until after being assayed, stamped and 
marked in the same manner as plate 
wrought in England, Scotland or Ireland; 
and under Sec. 10 of the Revenue Act, 1883, 
all imported “plate” is required to be en- 
tered to be warehoused, and is not to be 
delivered for home use till properly assayed, 

stamped and marked 

For many years past it has been assumed 
that the word “plate” in the above-men- 
tioned acts of 1842 and 1883 did not include 
watch cases, and this view of the law has 
been accepted and acted on by the customs 
and the other authorities concerned, such as 
the Goldsmiths’ Company. It has, how- 
ever, been recently decided by the Court 
of Appeal that this view is incorrect, and 
that imported watch cases are “plate” and 
must comply with the provisions of the 
acts of 1842 and 1883 

The effect of the bill is to exempt from 
the requirements of the acts mentioned all 
watch cases imported into this country at 
any time before July 1, 1907 


A bill to exempt from assay foreign watch cases 
imported into the United Kingdom before the 
lst da f July. 1907 


Be it enacted by the King’s most Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, 
in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows 

1. All watch cases imported from foreign parts 
into the United Kingdom at any time before the 
Ist day of July, 1907, shall be exempted from 
assay in the United Kingdom, and shall accord 
ingly not be subject to the provisions of Section 
59 of the Customs Act, 1842, or Section 10 of 
the Revenue Act, 1883, but if on any proceed- 
ings a question arises whether any watch case is 


exempted from assay under the provisions of this 
Act, it shall lie on the person alleging that the 
watch case is exempted to prove that it is so ex 
empted 

2. This Act may be ted as the assay of Im- 
ported Watch Case Existing Stocks Exemption) 
Act, 1907 

The foregoing bill has only passed the 
preliminary stage, and it will have to run

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A SCIENTIFIC ELUCIDATION OF SUN DIALS. 


Gnomon and Ball Shadow-casting Devices Distinguished and Explained. 
The Latest Form of Sun Dial Indicating Standard Time. 
By A. C. Crenore, Yonkers, N. } 








HERE are few subjects which have re- 
ceived more study and thought than 
that of sun-dials. They were certainly 
made thousands of years ago, perhaps be- 
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the dawn of authentic history, and 
ring the greater part of the long period 
those early days they have been of 
service to man, regulating his daily 
siness. Only now in these unprecedented 
s of scientific attainment has the ac- 
icy attainable by other instruments rob- 
the sun-dial of its usefulness and 
ed it to be regarded as an ornament 
for purely sentimental reasons. 
e modern astronomical transit instru- 
nt by which the passage of a star across 
meridian is observed to the fraction of 


h 





a second is used to regulate the astronom- 
ical clock, and this in turn serves to dis 
tribute the time for the regulation of our 
ordinary clocks all over the world by the 
swiftest of all messengers—electricity. 

The form of sun-dial more frequently 
seen than any other and universally recog 
nized as a sun-dial by its peculiar shape, 
consists of a gnomon to cast the shadow 
and a plane surface to receive it, upon 
which markings are made to indicate the 
time as the shadow passes across the plane 
surface or dial face 

The essential part of the gnomon is the 
slanting upper straight edge, the other por 
tions serving no purpose save as a support 
for this straight edge. It is made in va 
rious designs and shapes, some of which 
are of artistic merit, but for the present the 
gnomon may be regarded simply as a geo- 
metrical line. When the dial is properly 
set this geometrical line of the gnomon 
should be parallel to the earth’s axis of ro 
tation, and if prolonged indefinitely it 
would pierce the heavens at the north and 
south poles of the “celestial sphere.” It 
will be of much assistance to remember 
that the earth is so small in comparison 
with the distance from the earth to the 
sun that a line drawn from the center of 
the earth to the center of the sun is sen- 
sibly parallel to a line drawn from any 
point on the earth’s surface to the center 
of the sun 

This means that so far as the direction 
of the sun is concerned, all sun-dials might 
be carried to the center of the earth if that 
were possible without changing their read- 
ing. It also means that the axis and the 
center of the earth may be transferred to 
the gnomon of the sun-dial as far as the 
direction of the sun is concerned, and that 
the straight edge of the gnomon remains 
stationary and is the axis about which the 
earth revolves With this understanding 
imagine that the earth is at rest and that 
the sun actually revolves around the gno 
mon every day as it appears to do 

Fig. 1 represents a cylinder divided into 
equal parts by 12 planes intersecting each 
other in the axis of the cylinder 
represents the axis of the earth, or the line 
of the gnomon of the sun-dial as before 
explained, and for the present the sun may 
be thought of as moving around on the

upper circle or-top of the cylinder in a di- 
rection like the motion of the hands of a 
clock. To produce this motion the earth 
of course revolves .in a direction opposite 
to the hands of the clock. These 12 planes 
represent the divisions of the day _ into 
hours, and the plane marked with a heavy 
line represents the beginning (midnight on 
the left side), and the middle (noon on the 
right side); of the 24-hour day. As the sun 
moves around the top of the cylinder the 
shadow of the gnomon or axis will fall on 
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the side diametrically opposite to the sun,

Each element of each cone makes a fixed 
angle of 66% degrees with the axis, or 23% 
degrees with a plane perpendicular to the 
axis; that is with the plane. of 
the equator, and this is deter- 
mined by the fact that the angle between 
the equator and the plane of the earth’s 
orbit, called the plane of the ecliptic, is a 
fixed angle of 234% degrees. The plane of 
the equator is shown by the ellipse half 
way between the bases of the two cones. 

During the year the sun varies in its 
position continuously from the upper circle 
to the lower circle passing through all the 
intermediate positions, remaining above the 
equator half the year and below it half the 
year. Supposing the sun, as’on June 22, to 
be on the base of the upper cone, the 
shadow of the bead will fall somewhere in 
the surface of the lower cone, and if the 
shadow is received on a horizontal plane, 
the plane of the sun-dial, it must lie at the 
intersection of this plane with the lower 
cone. Similarly, when the sun, Dec. 22, is 
on the base of the lower cone, the shadow 
ot the bead will lie at the intersection of 
the upper cone with the plane of the sun- 
dial. 

The intersection of a cone by a plane al- 
ways gives a curve known as a “conic sec- 
tion,” of which there are two general 
classes, the ellipse and the hyperbola. If 
the inclination of the cutting plane is such 
that it does not cut into both the upper and 
the lower cones, but cuts across the lower 
one only, the curve will be an ellipse. In 
this case the inclination of the cutting plane 
must be greater than half the angle of the 
cone, that is than 66% degrees Since, 
however, the inclination of the cutting plane 
is equal to the latitude of the place where 
the sun-dial is located, it is evident that in 
order to have this intersection an ellipse 
the latitude of the place must be more than 


66% degrees, which is the latitude of the 


Arctic Circle. For places on the earth 
north of the Arctic Circle, the sun does not

Switzerland has by far the greatest share 
of the trade in cheap watches, and, more- 
over, sends a certain number of better-class 
goods of special makes. Germany predom- 
inates in the clock trade, furnishing an enor 
mous number of regulator and alarm clocks 
at excessively low prices; these present a 
good appearance, and are considered equal 
in quality to higher-priced goods from com- 
peting sources. 

Other importing countries in order of im- 
portance are the United Kingdom and 
France, and, a long way behind, the United 
States of America, Austria-Hungary and 
Italy. It is impossible to give even an ap- 
proximate estimate of the imports, as the 
majority of the watches are sent by parcels 
post, the returns of which give only the 
declared value of the packages without any 
indication of the contents thereof.

The Newspaper. 
JR the jeweler or for anyone else, 
there is no advertising bctter than 
newspaper advertising. This rule is of 
course subject to a few exceptions. The 
small jeweler in the large city cannot af- 
ford to advertise in the city dailies, as the 
expense is too great in proportion to the 
possible results. 

The newspaper advertiser who wants to 
secure the best results from his adver- 
tising, secures a space which he is assured 
shall be his in every issue. . His advertise- 
ment appears always in the same location 
and is very rarely allowed to run more 
than once. People will not read stale ads. 
They would argue, if they read them at 
all, “Stale ads, stale goods.” 

One of the first questions which come 
up when a dealer begins a newspaper ad- 
vertising campaign is that concerning the 
use of cuts. Are they a profitable addi- 
tion to the advertisement? A cut which 
has no reference to the articles talked 
about in the ad. is a damage. It detracts 
from the value of the printed matter and 
gives a poor impression of the advertiser. 

A cut which is of itself a poor picture 
is a damage. A cyt which shows a watch 
of a different style from that talked about 
is a damage. A cut which is manifestly a 
back number hurts the store. 

The cut, then, to be valuable, must be up 
to date. It must make a clean cut picture. 
It must, if not an illustration of the goods. 
be very applicable. If you cannot run cuts 
that -have the above virtues, then cuts will 
be an expensive luxury for you. 

At their very best, if you are @,g6od ad 
writer, you can write jewelry advertising 
that will make sufficient entertaining read- 
ing to attract better than the pictures. 
Pictures in a very small ad, take up valua- 
ble space. In a large ad. they should 
serve to illustrate the :oods, and there are 
few things in the jeweler’s stock that can 
be made fo look rich or attractive by suc’ 
a picture as can be printed on the ordinary 
stock used iti mewspapers. It takes good 
half-tones to bring out jewelry. 

The size of space used should be in ac 
cordance with the amount which you can 
afford to pay for publicity, There are 
other ways in which money can be spent 
to advantage in helping the newspaper pub- 
licity to make good. 

There are few men who can write ad- 
vertising in the first person and make it 
good advertising. If you are one of the 
men who can do it and do it well, by all 
means try that method. It will get you 
into close personal touch with your public 


and will be sufficiently unique to get more 
than its share of attention. 

There is no better exponent of this kind 
of advertising than “Tom” Murray, the 
clothier and men’s furnisher of Chicago. 
You have seen many times in the trade 
or ad. journals reproductions of his cut 
showing the back of his head, labeled 
“This is Tom. Meet me face to face.” 
He places a bargain in the window with 
a card, “This is the best hat I ever had the 
hard luck to sell for $1.98.” His newspa- 
per advertisements are straight personal 
talks right at you. 

If you adopt the personal conversational 
style, you will have lots of readers, and if 
you do it right they will believe what you 
tell them. When you say to them: “Here 
is a watch that ought to bring $10. 
I never sold as good a watch for less than 
that before to-day. A lucky purchase of a 
large quantity gave me an advantage that 
I am passing on to you,” you tell them you 
are giving them a.bargain, and they will 
take your word for it.. But if you cannot 
handle that style, let it“entirely alone. 

One of the things most tg be borne in 
mind when writing an advertisement of 
any kind of jewelry or jewelers’ goods, is 
that those goods ought to be described in 
the manner that will appeal most strongly 


‘to the reader, that will be most apt to make 


the reader want the goods. 

A man wants a watch that will keep ac- 
curate time. He wants a fountain pen 
that will not leak, that will flow just right. 
that will not scratch. He wants a diamond 
ring that will be the most brilliant of its 
size, that will show wn in the best. possi- 
ble way for the money. He wants a watch 
chain that will make him look well dressed, 
that will not break the first time he catches 
it on something. 

He does not care whether his watch will 
keep time in the middle of a cake of ice 
or not. He does not care what sort of 
tests the main spring will stand outside of 
a. working test. People buy as a result of 
reading ads. that make them want the 
gocds 

Timeliness is most important in adver- 
tising jewelers’ goods. They are, in large 
part, goods which are luxuries. People do 
not positively have to have them. On this 
account, then, it is worth while to adver- 
tise each line of gocds >t the time when 
the most people are likely to want those 
goods. That is following the line of least 
resistance, 

So many articles being suitable for gifts, 
the times for bearing on the hardest are at 
Christmas, Valentine Day, Easter and the

If you make it a point always to t 
your advertisements what goods ar 
and if readers find that it is possib] . 
keep posted on the very latest things in 
line by reading your ads., they will 
them as news matter, and you will profit I 
accordingly. 

The best advertisers nowadays runt 
advertising on a schedule. They hay 
plan laid out weeks or even months ahead 
showing what articles will be advertised 
each week. A hard and fast rule of that 
sort would keep one from doing any ad 
vertising on the new things that are con 
stantly coming up without long enough no 
tice to get on the schedule, but a plan of 
campaign is desirable, rendering it possible 
to make alterations at any time. 

You can tell in advance that gertain 
goods need to be advertised with special 
vigor at special times. A schedule will not 
only systematize your advertising, but it 
will help the buying, too. You will know 
when to buy and what to buy. 

Make out a table showing what goods 
are most in demand during each month 
of the year, then plan your advertising and 
buying accordingly. All this is of the 


.greatest value in connection with news- 


paper advertising, because though other 
forms of publicity may come and go, the 
newspaper ad, is the one that keeps ham- 
mering away at the people day in and day 
out during the whole year. 

You can stimulate the optical business 
a great deal by good newspaper advertis- 
ing. Nothing will do more to get the op- 
tical business than to get the confidence of 
the public in your ability. Once they be 
lieve in your competence they will recom 


-mend you enough by word of mouth to 


keep up a good run of business. The tone 
of your newspaper advertising will have 
a good deal to do with the acquiring of a 
reputation. If you talk like the quacks 
you will soon be classed as a quack 

Don’t claim everything. Keep. with 
your capabilities, but be persistent in your 
statements that you can do those things 
which you know you can really do. Run 
series of optical ads. in succession, taking 
up in each“ issue some !new point w! 
you want té make, and in brief, forc! 
terms make your point plain 

If you are using a daily paper you | 
a particularly good chance to run 
of ads. upon one line. The daily ads 
keep the matter fresh in a man’s 
until he has been obliged to notic« 
fully what your equipment is.

The border design is an 
original conception, well suited to the

Thomas J. Juzek & Co., Elgin, IIl., are 
advertising diamonds in a space of 4% 
inches, single column. The promise made 
by the advertiser to show the prospective 
purchaser how to tell a perfect stone will 
undoubtedly appeal to many. 

The Carl Entenmann Jewelry Co., Inc., 
Los Angeles, Cal., is distributing an at- 
tractively printed booklet of 20 pages, each 
5 5-8 by 8% inches. The cover pages are 
brown, printed in gold and embellished 
with a design suggesting the development 
of the business since the year 1888 from a 
one man concern with a capital of $100 and 
a floor space of only 80 square feet, to an 
establishment of 48 employes with a capital 
stock of $50,000 and a floor space of 1,400 
square feet. Printed at the bottom of the 
cover page in gold is the title, “The Evolu- 
tion of Los Angeles’ Largest Manufactur- 
ing Jewelry House.”

Advertising for the Country Jeweler. 





(Paper read by Craup Wueeter, Columbia, Mo., 
before the 17th annual convention of the Retail 
Jewelers’ Association of Missouri.) 

R several days after being notified of 

my subject I wondered why the com- 
mittee should select a man from a city of 
the importance and magnitude of Columbia 
to talk about advertising for a country jew- 
elry store. However, I was advised at the 
same time that there was no way to avoid 
the task, as the official programme already 
contained my picture, name and_ subject. 
I am not now protesting a duty, but it does 
not seem exactly right that I should have 
to tell this meeting, without any charge, 
how to advertise, when dozens of men from 
Canada, Kalamazoo, Iowa and New York 
are offering their services to write “busi- 
ness-getting” ads., no matter where you 
live, at from 25 cents to $1 per ad. No 
other matter concerning business is more 
discussed than advertising. Every man 
who advertises, or should advertise, has his 
opinion, and a great variety they are. The 
object sought to attain is the same with 
all—to attract the attention of the public to 
their wares. 

I am a believer in advertising, and have 
been almost as much a believer since run- 
ning a business as I was when I operated 
a little newspaper in Missouri and depended 
entirely on advertising for a living. I feel 
now that my living depends largely on the 
success of my advertising. No business can 
succeed without advertising, and lots of it. 
My experience and observation have con- 
vinced me that it is the persistent and regu- 
lar advertising that wins. Of course, the 
quality of the ad. has much to do with the 
results, but persistent poor advertising will 
bring better results than spurts of master- 
pieces. Too many try to adopt a style that 
is not natural when writing an ad. 

My theory is to have in mind the people 
you hope to geach and talk to them through 
your ad. as you would talk to them over 
Put in facts, and put them in 
a convincing shape. Tell what you have, 
why you know it is good and what you ask 
for it. Change the ad. and the subject mat- 
ter every time the paper is published. Talk 
about one thing at a times Do not try 
to tell about everything in the store in one 
ad. The next week you will not have any- 
thing to talk about. And, above all things, 
try to be truthful in your ads. Do not 
let the customer be disappointed in the 
goods when he sees them, and make no 
statement about an article which the article 
itself will not justify. 

The methods of advertising a store which 
bring results in one community may utterly 
fail in another. One must study the people 
and conditions, as well as the store, in order 
to advertise successfully. Try different 
plans, watch the results, and while I would 
use all of them occasionally, push the ones 
that bring the biggest returns. I believe 
in using every legitimate means of giving 
publicity to the store and your goods. In 
my experience I have used nearly every- 
thing, even to the back end of a sprinkling 
wagon. The best advertising I have used 
is the letter or circular sent through the 
mail direct to a prospective customer. This 
method brings you direct results. When a 
man or a woman opens a letter addressed 





personally to him or her, you are sur 
attention. You can go more into detail 
scribing your goods and your method 
doing business. While they may not 
your ad, m the paper they will read 
letter, because you have thought enous 
them to send the letter to them 

I do not believe in or often indulg 
programme advertising. Outside of 
charity feature little can be said in f 
of these, and most of them are graft 
stead of charity. They are usually farn 
out to some hustling solicitor. I try 
have the name of my store on every arti 
that goes out of the store, not only on t 
package, but on the article itself. Wher« 
is possible I have the name stamped on the 
article, and where this is impracticable, 
such as on cut glass and china, | 
small neat sticker.

Another splendid advertisement is the 
show window. Properly taken care of, this 
will give your store more publicity and bet- 
ter advertising than any other feature. 
When you have succeeded in a special ef 
fort along this line have your local paper 
make a note of it. 

However, when all is said and done, we 
must acknowledge that the newsaper is the 
most important and the best advertising 
medium. Use both the space and the local 
line advertising. The space ad. should be 
illustrated with cuts of the which 
you offer, whenever this is possible. Nearly 
all the manufacturers and some jobbers in 
our line will furnish cuts for this pur- 
pose. The reading matter of the ad. should 
be clear, brief and to the point. Do not be 
afraid you will not get your money’s worth 
unless every particle of the white paper in 
the space you buy is covered with words. 

Do not forget that the important ques- 
tion in the mind of the reader is the cost. 
After you have told about some article in 
your store, described its beauty and quality, 
tell him the cost. The old idea in the mind 
of the general public that the country jew- 
elers ask from 75 to 100 per cent. profit 
on all their goods must be gotten rid of, 
and advertising your prices is one of the 
ways of doing it. Do not be afraid to let 
your competitor see your prices. If the 
prices are right, it will make no difference. 

I have heard people say they were afraid 
to go to a jewelry store for an article as 
the prices were always too high. We should 
make it clear in our ads. that a jewelry 
store sells goods as cheap as any other 
If a reader is interested in an art!

Collecting Bad Accounts. 


T takes a man meseenael of nerve as well 
as many other necessary qualifications 
to be a good merchant, says a writer in the 
General Merchants’ Review. There are 
many times in the course of every business 
man’s career when he finds himself com- 
pelled to haul out his entire reserve stock 
of nerve to enable him to face a situation 
as it should be faced. 

With most merchants the time when they 
find it necessary to summon all the nerve 
at their command is when bills are due. 
It’s strange, but true, that, as a credit man 
said the other day, “Cowardice on the pert 
of the retail merchant is responsible for 
many bad debts.” 

There are any number of retailers who 
are actually afraid to face their debtors and 
demand a settlement on an account of long 
standing. They haven't the nerve to step 
in and ask for what is due them, They 
fear the loss of the customer, and so let 
matters drift from bad to worse. 

Every merchant should stand on _ his 
rights and ask payment of a bill when it 
falls due. Every merchant should also 
have a stated date on which accounts come 
due. Business and competition are serious 
matters at the present day, and methods 
have to be sound and rules enforced or 
failure will follow in four cases out of five. 
A few fortunates may escape, but the risk 
taken is great 

Money tied up in book accounts loses in- 
stead of earns interest. A retailer must 
keep his capital at work all the time. Idle 
capital is always in danger of vanishing, 
unless it be locked up in a strong-box. 

Ask for the money that’s owing you. Ask 
for it politely but firmly, insisting upon 
settlement of accounts when due,

Question No. 1877.—Ten-karat Solder. 
—Please give me a formula for making an 
easy 10-kt, solder? M. F. 

ANSWER :—The following is a good 10-kt. 
solder, and for many years was used by one 
of the largest jewelry manufacturers:

Question No. 1878.—Brass Lacquer.— 
Please give me a good lacquer for brass. 
M. F. 
ANSWER :—Lacquer for brass is com- 
posed of the following: Shellac and gum- 
juniper, of each, six parts; annato, one 
part; turmeric, eight parts; alcohol, six 
parts. Another lacquer is made by dissolv- 
ing in half a gallon of alcohol, one quarter 
ounce of gamboge, three-quarters of an 
ounce aloes and four ounces of fine shellac. 
A pale lacquer is made from two ounces of 
gum sandarach, one-half ounce of gum 
elemi and two and a half ounces of shellac 
in half a gallon of methylated alcohol. Dis- 
solve in a glass bottle, exposing to a mod- 
erate heat for a day or two, shaking the 
bottle from time to time; then pour off the 
clear part and add one quart of alcohol to 
the sediment, which in turn is treated as 
the previous mixture. This lacquer can 
be done in two different ways, by the so- 
called cold and hot lacquering. The first 
method is done by applying a layer of lac- 
quer evenly with a camel’s-hair brush over 
the articles, and then heating them mod- 
erately over a stove or in an oven. This 
requires only two or three minutes, when 
the work will be finished. By the hot lac- 
quering method the articles are first heated 
to about the heat of a flat iron, as used by 
the laundress. The lacquer is then quickly 
brushed over the work in this state, after 
which it is subjected to the oven for a 
minute or a little longer. It is essential 
to know exactly the amount of heat to be 
plied, which will be learned by experi- 
ice from the produced effect. 


Question No. 1879.—To Preserve Nat- 
ural Colors of Flowers.—/s there any 
ethod by which natural flowers may be 
reserved so that they will retain their color 
d beauty? Being a jeweler, I could show 
my articles to better advantage by placing 
‘lowers in vases and fern dishes and dis- 
ibuting them among the silverware and 
welry. The principal objection is that the 
wers will wilt so they will be useless in 
ne or two days. If flowers could be 


treated so they would remain fresh for at 
least a week it would be a great benefit 
to me. P. 7. N. 

ANSWER:—A method of preserving the 
natural colors of flowers, recommended by 
R. Hegler in the Deutsche Botanische 
Monatshefte, consists in dusting salicylic acid 
on the plants as they lie in the press, and 
removing it again with a brush when the 
flowers are dry. Red colors in particular 
are well preserved by this agent. Another 
method of applying the same preservative 
is to use a solution of one part of salicylic 
acid in 14 of alcohol by means of blotting 
paper or cotton wool soaked in it and placed 
above and below the flowers. Powdered 
boracic acid yields nearly as good results. 
Dr, Schonland, in the Gardener’s Chronicle, 
recommends, as an improvement in the 
method of using sulphurous acid for pre- 
serving the color, that in the case of delicate 
flowers they might be placed loosely be- 
tween sheets of vegetable parchment before 
immersion in the liquid, so as to preserve 
their natural form. (2)Insert their stems 
in water in which 25 grains ammonium 
chloride (sal ammoniac) have been dis- 
solved. Flowers can be preserved in this 
way for 15 to 30 days. To preserve them 
permanently for several months, dip them 
into perfectly limpid gum water and then 
allow them to drain. The gum forms a 
complete coating on the stems and petals, 
and preserves their shape and color long 
after they have become dry. 





Advantage of Sulphide of Ammonium for 
Oxidizing Silver. 


(From the Brass World.) 
OR oxidizing silver and copper, liver of 
sulphur has always been the favorite 
material, and is extensively used, It is a 
sulphide of potassium (potassium penta- 
sulphide). For copper it works well and 
needs no change. For silver, however, it 
gives a hard sulphide of silver, which, for 
many classes of work, is difficult to relieve. 
In the manufacture of cheap silver-plated 
ware, for example, one cannot take off much 
silver in relieving French-gray work, as 
there is such a slight silver deposit on the 
article that it will quickly be cut through if 
care is not taken, 

For oxidizing silver, the sulphide of 
ammonia (yellow or red ammonium sul- 
phide) is preferable to the liver of sulphur, 
as it gives a soft deposit of sulphide that 
is easily relieved. The sulphide of am- 
monia is also called sulphuret of ammonia. 

Practice has demonstrated that the sul- 
phide of ammonia gives a soft deposit, It 
is quite probable that the ammonia has a 


softening effect so that the sulphide of 
silver does not adhere so strongly as when 
liver of sulphur is used. By the use of 
sulphide of ammonia, however, a lighter 
silver deposit may be used for oxidizing 
than when liver of sulphur is used. This 
is a direct advantage both in the saving of 
time and silver 





A New Adjusting Device. 


DEVICE for effecting universal com- 
pensation for a change of temperature 

for pendulums of all kinds of clocks has 
been patented by Samuel Kahan, New York. 
This device consists of a bimetallic lamina 
like that of the ordinary compensation bal- 
ance. This lamina is located near the sus- 
pension spring of a pendulum, and is so 
adjusted that a suitable slot cut into it will 
move up and down on the suspension spring,

lengthening or shortening the active length 
of the pendulum in harmony with the 
change of temperature. 

This action can best be explained when 
it is compared with the Brocot pendulum 
suspension, where the length of the pendu- 
lum is changed, when two chops are drawn 
further up or let further down by means of 
a screw, thereby changing the-active length 
of the suspension spring.

flying rapidly to the left. He is furnished 
with all the various gifts delivered to him 
by the Nymphs. On his outstretched right 
arm he is carrying the wallet with the head 
of Medusa, which is seen projecting from 
the rim; on his head he wears the petasos, 
Hades’ cap; his feet are fitted with the 
winged shoes, and in his left hand he holds 
the sickle, or curved sword (barpé), which 
Athena is said to have given him. 

When we consider that this picture was 
the work of a humble artist at a time when 
Greek art had not yet freed itself from the 
constraint of archaism, the simple direct- 
ness and spirited rendering of the scene 
becomes very impressive, says the Bulletin. 

The method in which this: lekythos is 
painted places it in that interesting class of 
white lekythoi which is transitional between 
the earlier technique of painting the figures 
in black silhouette on a white ground (simi 
lar in every respect to the ordinary black- 
figured vases except that the ground is 
painted white instead of being left in the 
red of the clay), and the late method in 
which the figures were drawn in outline and 
bright colors were gradually introduced for 
the draperies and other details. In this 
class, which came into vogue in the early 
part of the fifth century, B. C., the design 
either combines painting in silhouette and 
outline drawing or is painted entirely in 
fine black relief lines. In our lekythos the 
figures of Perseus and Pegasos are painted 
dark brown with incised details, while the 
body of Medusa is drawn wholly in outline 
Vermilion is used, not as a wash, but for 
effectively touching up various details, such 
as the cap, winged wallet of 
Perseus, as well as the border of his mantle, 
the girdle, shoes and blood of the Gorgon, 
and the tail and neck of Pegasos; there is 
also a stripe of vermilion on Pegasos’ wings 
and on the top of the wings of the Medusa; 
and again a touch of it in the centers of the 
palmettes on each side of the main scene.

Excellent Market for Silverware in Black 
Sea Region of Turkey. 


HE following report on the use of silver 
and silver-plated ware in a part of 
Asiatic Turkey has been made to the De- 
partment of Commerce by Vice-Consul I. 
Montesanto, of Trebizond. 

Social life in the provinces. is more ani- 
mated than in the capital. In the provinces 
there are no public places to attract the 
people, hence private dinners and entertain 
ments are the order of the day. Besides, 
the habit of passing refreshments to callers 
still continues, which calls for trays, tum- 
blers, goblets, etc., either in solid silver or 
plated ware, I have noticed, even in “high 
life,’ that tables lack in silverware, in con- 
trast to the prodigality of the entertain- 
ments, and the sets for passing refreshments 
are inferior from what might be expected. 

Silver and silver-plated ware have a good 
chance in this market, as they are very little 
known. I have studied the market and find 
that what little there is comes from Ger- 
many and England. It is very expensive 
and far inferior in artistic taste to the 
American ware. American manufacturers 
of silver-plated ware, engaged in export 
trade, might address a house of good com- 
mercial reputation and chief dealers in such 
articles here (name on file at Bureau of 
Manufactures). 

If the necessary attention that a beginning 
merits is paid in the way of packing, and 
expedition is observed in filling orders and 
in the way of sending goods, I believe, a 
considerable business might be established 
with this market. Goods should be sent 
either by the Cunard or White Star lines 
to Liverpool for the Moss or Ellerman line 
to Trebizond, or by any line to Havre to 
be transshipped to the French Messageries 
boats for Trebizond. Forwarding agencies 
should be avoided as very expensive and 
not in the least quick. Correspondence and 
catalogues, with net export prices, in French 
would answer the purpose better.

following report concerning thi 
trade of Bahia and the man 
ner in which the same is conducted is fur- 
nished by Consul Albert R. Morawetz: 

“There are firms here engaged in the 
business of purchasing carbons. These are 
either branches of French they 
ship to firms in London and Paris on joint 
account, all the carbons bought here being 
thus shipped. Carbons are not brought to 
Bahia for sale, but are bought in the in- 
terior of Brazil by agents of the dealers, 
the latter advancing to the former larg 
amounts of money at the several places in 
the producing districts. (A list of the 
Bahia dealers in carbons is on file at the 
Bureau of Manufactures.) 

“There are no companies 
mining or searching for carbons, that work 
being done by the natives, individually or in 
small parties working together. Prices ar: 
not controlled by any trust, but are gov 
erned by supply and demand and are sub 
ject to frequent The 
region begins about 267 miles from
